Cynics might suggest 
Channel 7 only became 
genuinely interested in the 
round-ball game once they 
knew they'd definitely lost their lucrative AFL 
rights. Fair point too - they no longer have 
Aussie Rules, they don't have rights to the 
cricket in the summer and it could be said 
they badly needed to associate themselves 
with a popular or potentially high-profile 
mainstream sport. 

And soccer fans throughout Australia, but 
particularly here in WA in recent times, have 
been saying for years, the potential for 
soccer in this country is unlimited, it's a 
goldmine just waiting to be tapped into if it's 
marketed properly. 

But whatever the motive and regardless of 
the time it's taken, the news every soccer fan 
has been waiting for has arrived. Now it's up 
to supporters in this state to show the action 
was warranted and justify Seven's decision. 
It's time for soccer followers to put their 
money where their collective mouth is. 

Of course the benefits to the code go far 
beyond the loyal and existing soccer fans, 
who will now be able to watch the Glory live 
on its travels. 

Perhaps the most exciting aspect for the

But past seasons have 
shown there is a very large contingent of 
hard-core Glory fans who will always go to 
Perth Oval to support the team. Sure, there 
may be a few hundred who will prefer to stay 
at home, block their ears, then watch the 
delayed coverage. But even then, it's not as if 
it will be freezing cold or pouring with rain - 
factors that could otherwise influence more 
people to stay at home and watch it on TV. 

Anyway, for every one fan you might lose 
for that particular game, the potential is there 
to pick up three or four new, long-term 
supporters. 

Not everyone can make it to Perth Oval 
each week, some not at all, but at least now 
everyone with a TV set has access to Perth 
Glory in particular and soccer in general. 

It's fantastic news but, like fans of all 
sports, soccer supporters like to know what's 
happening in the rest of the league. Would it 
be too much to expect the weekly NSL 
highlights package to be moved from its 
current timeslot - 12:25am on Tuesday?

night's visitor, Sydney United, can certainly lay 
claim to the title of the Jekyll and Hyde team of the 
NSL. 

lt won only five times last season when finishing 
bottom of the ladder with 20 points from 34 games, 
but is already a six-time winner this season after 17 
games and was top of the heap for four weeks after 
making a stunning start. 

The team that has been nicknamed Bravehearts 
dropped to 1 1th spot after 13 fixtures, but has surged 

" in recent weeks, winning three of its last four matches, 
including a gutsy 2-1 triumph over Adelaide City 
Force last Sunday to move to seventh. 

United beat the Glory 2-1 in Sydney in 
October...Francis Awaritefe got the late winner after 
Jamie Harnwell had equalised an early goal by 
Zlatko Arambasic...but has not tasted much success 
in its travels to Perth, winning only once in four visits 


with a 2-0 triumph in the 1997/98 season. 
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But what a win that was. United dug deep 
when defender Richard Plesa was sent off after 
10 minutes and clinched the victory when former 
Socceroos striker Abbas Saad scored twice 
within three minutes just before half-time. 
Interestingly, giant keeper Zeljko-Kalac (now with 
Dutch side Roda) played for the visitors that day. 

Those were heady days for United. The astute 
Branko Culina was the coach and the team 
romped away with the minor premiership, but 
lost the grand final to Brisbane Strikers. 

Plesa is still in the team, but he's about the only 
survivor after United lost most of its players last 
season when coach David Mitchell moved to 
Parramatta Power and the majority of the playing 
staff went with him. 

Mitchell had taken United to the grand final in 
the 1998/99 season, beating the Glory 2-1 in 
the preliminary final before losing 3-2 to South 
Melbourne in the decider. 

The Glory dominated early in that preliminary 
battle, played at Marconi Stadium in Sydney, but 
United deservedly clinched the prize with goals 
from Mile Sterjovski and Joel Griffiths. Con 
Boutsianis was Perth's scorer, a few minutes 
before keeper Tony Franken was sent off for 
handling the ball outside his area. 

Former ABC commentator Alan Hunter has 
taken the coaching reins this season and has 
made more than a decent fist of it. He's got a 
mixture of youngsters and experienced players 
like Arambasic and Awaritefe, plus the talented 
Tom Pondeljak, who was previously with 
Melbourne Knights. 

~The Glory won the corresponding fixture 2-0 
last season with goals from Alistair Edwards and 
Ivan Ergic. But its best win over United came in 
Sydney two years ago when it came back from 
two down to triumph 4-3. Edwards also scored 
that day along with Michael Garcia and 
Boutsianis, who got two.

SOUTH MELBOURNE 1 PERTH GLORY 1 


South Melbourne remain unbeaten since Round 2 following a 1-1 
draw with Perth Glory in this top-ofthe-table clash. In a first half that 
failed to live up to expectations, both defences were generally in 
control. Former Perth favourite Vas Kalogeracos went closest for the 
home side but Jason Petkovic, playing his 200th NSL match, snuffed 
out the danger, while Bobby Despotovski had the Glory's best 
opportunities. Immediately after the break, ljubo Milicevic was 
harshly ruled to have fouled Andy Vlahos in the area but Paul Trimboli 
blazed high and wide from the spot. However, Con Boutsianis made 
it 1-0 moments later, driving the ball inside the far post from a tight 
angle. But Jamie Harnwell equalised two minutes later, heading 
Kasey Wehrman's pin-point cross past Michael Petkovic. 


PARRAMATTA POWER 1 MELBOURNE KNIGHTS 3 


A hattrick by veteran striker Adrian Cervinski gave the Knights their 
seventh win of the season and saw them move into the top six for 
the first time since Round 2. The game was only 35 seconds old 
when Cervinski scored his first after a mistake by David Lee allowed

CLUB HISTORY AONE rer 


Fhe Sydney Croatia sports club was formed in 1957 and developed its soccer team one year later. The 
i club was originally formed to provide a haven for Croatian migrants who had chosen to make Australia 
their home, but soon became much more than just a social establishment. Croatia entered the NSW first 
division in 1963 with a squad containing many imported players from all over Europe and South America. 
Yet Croatia was also developing a strong youth team structure - one that eventually reaped many rewards. 
Croatia won five NSW championships before joining the NSL in 1984. By 1988 they reached their first 
NSL grand final. Their star-studded 1988 team included Tony Franken, Craig Foster, Graham Arnold and 
Robbie Slater. Renamed Sydney United in 1993, the club has continued to be an important breeding ground 
for the national teams. Socceroos Mark Bosnich, Zeljko Kalac and Tony Popovic learned their trade through 
the Sydney United youth ranks, while 2000 Olyroo squad members Mile Sterjovski and Jacob Burns, both 
now plying their trade in Europe, came to prominence playing for United in the late 1990s. A rather youthful 
and relatively inexperienced Sydney United made the 1998/99 grand final, losing 3-2 to South Melbourne. 
A lack of finances did not enable the club to keep many of the 1998/99 squad, and a lot of the current 
team were recruited from the local state leagues and the United youth ranks, with a sprinkling of experienced 
campaigners coming on board this season.

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ON THE OFFSIDE RULE 


N° matter where you go in the world to watch a soccer 

match or at what level, fans and match officials will 
never agree on every offside decision in the match. The 
pace of the game these days makes a linesman's job very 
difficult and it's often only a matter of inches between a 
player being onside and going on to score or being pulled 
up for offside. Even here at Perth Oval, passionate fans 
scream at the linesmen, adamant he's made a glaring 
mistake. Sometimes they are right, sometimes they are 
wrong, sometimes the fans aren't totally aware of the law 
themselves. Newcomers to the game often find the offside 
law the most difficult to comprehend and wonder why other 
fans get so worked up. Anyway, for all the newcomers and 
anyone else who need refreshing, this might make things a 
bit clearer, 


Offside Position 
It is not an offence’ in itself to be in an offside position. 
A player is in an offside position if; 
* he is nearer fo his opponents! goal line than both the 
ball and the second last opponent (keeper included) 
at the time at which the ball is played. 


A player is not in an offside position if; 
* he is in his own half of the field of play or 
* he is level with the second last opponent or 
¢ he is level with the last two opponents 
* he runs onto a ball after being onside when the pass 
was made 


Xz is deemed offside as he is nearer to his 
opponents’ goal-line than at least two opponents.

For Maloney himself, a promising start has been disrupted by 
injury, but he is confident that match fitness will bring a return to 
the form of early season. 


"Now itis a case of getting back on track, but! am hoping to 
get back fo the form | had prior to my injury. 

"The match against South Melbourne was my first start in 
some weeks and hopefully with a few games under my belt | will 
be back firing again." 

Maloney has also seen positives in the enforced absence of 
players like himself and Gareth Naven, coming in the form of 
replacements like Gary Faria, who have taken the chances 
offered to them. 

Maloney's experience also tells him that the Glory might have. - 
broken the back of a tough season. 

"We will have played South Melbourne, Wollongong and 
Sydney Olympic twice pretty early in the second half of the 
season," he said. 

"It is good to know we have these teams out of the way and 
we are still there and thereabouts." 

Maloney will enjoy his 250th appearance but you get the 
impression he would savour a real tilt at the title even more.

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dgar Aldrighi Junior is not your traditional boy from 
Brazil. He's solid more than flashy, quietly 
dependable more than fiery...Latin players usually have 
short fuses...and has blond hair rather than the more 
common darker locks. 

Interestingly, when Perth Glory signed the player, now 
affectionately known simply as Eddy to his teammates, in 
September, 1999, this is what coach Bernd Stange had 
to say about him: 

"He has excellent touch and vision and he makes not 
many mistakes. | think he is a team player. He has good 
technical skills and he can help us. His quality in defence 
is very, very good. 

"Edgar told me he can play each position in the 
midfield, but his favourite position is defence-midfielder. 
He plays the same position as Dunga in the Brazil 
national team...this is his quality. He is a good passer 
and has a good shot." 

Stange was spot on, although the player's shooting 


ability has been restricted to only one goal so far. But 
Edgar has been a boon to the Glory...so much so, that 
the club didn't hesitate when offering him a two-year 
contract following his initial one-year agreement. 

He was a God-send in his first season, filling several 
defensive roles when the Glory desperately needed his 
no-nonsense approach and his strength in shielding the 
ball. This season, he has been allowed to develop his 
favourite anchor midfield-role to the extent that the team's 
engine-room component is one of the best in the NSL. 

His other attribute is that he never seems to get injured. 
Or when he does, he makes rapid recoveries. The only 
games he has missed have been through suspension. His 
secret is that he looks after his body with the commitment 
of a professional tradesman. It's usually a toss-up as to 
whether Edgar or club captain Gareth Naven will be the 
last players to leave the training track. They always linger 
to do that little bit more, whether it's stretching or 
sharpening their ability to master the circle of trapped air 
that we call a football. 

Edgar, like Naven and several others in the Glory 
squad, also seem to take a perverse enjoyment in 
punishing themselves that bit further even when Stange 
and assistant coach Mich d'Avray aren't cracking the 
whip during official training sessions. 

The Brazilian says his favourite form of relaxation is to 
head for the beach at Scarborough or the nearest park 
with his wife Elisa and son Michael...and then try to 
catch the wind. 

"| love to run and sprint," says Edgar, whose 
command of the English language was virtually non- 
existent when he arrived in Australia from Brazil. He can 
now more than hold his own in a_ free-flowing 
conversation. He doesn't need teammate Dion Valle to 


_act as interpreter for him anymore, translating from their 


conversations in Spanish, which is not Edgar's native 
tongue. 


"My English, it could be better...1 keep working on it. 


But my wife...she is very good. She has studied since 
we've been here and can speak English perfectly. And 
Michael, he speaks Portuguese and English at home and 
a little bit English when he goes two days a week to 
kindergarten." 

Even when he mixes with Brazilian and Portuguese 
friends in Perth, Edgar tries to speak as much English as 
possible. His shy smiles of acknowledgments, with no 
vocal accompaniments, have now been replaced with 
confident exchanges of "how are you?" when you meet 
this very likeable, and approachable, man. 

The 26-year-old...he'll be 27 at the end of 
March...has slotted in so well to the Australian way of 
life that he says it will be difficult to return to his native 
Brazil when he completes his contract with the Glory. 

"| don't know what | will do... will have been gone so 
long that | think maybe they will have forgotten me," he 
says. 

But at least two clubs still remember the midfielder, 
who previously played at a high level with Gremio. 

"They rang my mum in Brazil in January and asked 
where | was...they didn't know | was in Australia," he 
said. 

"They wanted to offer me contracts. They are good 
clubs, but | prefer to stay in Perth. Perth Glory is good 
and it is beautiful here. 

"Also in Brazil sometimes you get no pay when the 
club does not get good results. You get money when you 
win, but sometimes not if you lose." 

Edgar is confident the Glory can again make the play- 
offs this season. 

"We are playing better as a team, as a unit," he said. 
"We are stronger, but | think we have to be strong for 
there are more good teams this year. South Melbourne 
and Marconi are much better than last year and 
Wollongong is good again. | think the top six will be very 


strong."

Meantime, 
Dutch champions Feyenoord - first linked to a takeover of an 
Australian club four years ago - are believed to be close to 
buying a stake in Parramatta. Feyenoord football director Rob 
Baan was due to arrive in Australia any time to seal the deal. 


In other transfer news, defending premiers Wollongong 
Wolves hope to have signed former Carlton goalkeeper Dean 
Anastasiadis by this weekend. 


ARCHIE STILL WAITING ON ANDERLECHT 

Belgium club Anderlecht continue to express their enthusiasm 
for ex-Carlton and Marconi striker Archie Thompson, but the 
club's coaching team want to see the Australia Under-23 
international in a match situation before offering him a deal. 
Thompson, who despite being plagued by niggling injuries 
since arriving in Belgium last week, has impressed Anderlecht 
officials during training, but failed to turn out for the club in a 
reserve fixture. Thompson returned to Sydney last week after a 
two-week trial, which was interrupted by poor weather. 
Anderlecht officials are believed to be travelling to Australia in 
the next few days to complete their assessment of the talented 
forward, who will remain with the Stallions for the remainder 
of the season regardless of whether he agrees fo join the 
Belgian club or not. 


SOCCER AUSTRALIA WELCOME GOOD NEWS 

Despite the continuing scorn, Soccer Australia (SA) has 
found some joy after announcing an operating profit of $1 
million over the last 12 months. The surplus comes despite 
missing out on two large payments from the Melbourne 
Knights and Carlton Soccer clubs. SA is believed to be still 


waiting for its $130,000 cut from the Knights for its share 
of Mark Viduka's latest transfer to Leeds United from 
Glasgow Celtic. The Knights have withheld the payment, 
arguing that SA is not entitled to anything after taking a 
slice of Viduka's initial transfer from his home-based club to 
Zagreb. SA has also missed out on a $250,000 bank 
guarantee from the cash-strapped Carlton club which 
collapsed after just eight rounds this season. 


Australia last ‘week announced the full-time 
appointment of Graham Arnold, to the position of Assistant 
Senior National Team Coach.

KINNEAR JOINS HATTERS 

Luton Town have appointed former Wimbledon manager Joe 
Kinnear as their director of football. "| am delighted to be 
involved with Luton and believe the club has huge potential," 
said Kinnear, who quit a similar post at fellow English second 
division side Oxford United a week ago. At the time, the 
former Ireland and Tottenham Hotspur player said he wanted 
fo take time out fo look after his health and spend more time 
with his family. But last Wednesday, Kinnear set his sights on 
restoring the fortunes of Luton, who are currently languishing 
second from bottom in division two - one place above 
Oxford. "My role is to ensure that Luton's potential is realised 
on the field of play and that the club quickly regains some of 
the ground it has lost in recent years," he said. Kinnear's 
arrival leaves a question mark over the future of Luton's 
manager Lil Fuccillo, who took up his post last November. 
Kinnear (54) took up the post at Oxford last November after 
recovering from a heart attack in March 1999 which had 
forced him out of his managerial role at Wimbledon. He 
consolidated Wimbledon's status as a Premier League club in 
a seven-year stint as manager from 1992 to 1999. 


NEW MUNICH STADIUM FOR 2006 

Franz Beckenbauer, the chairman of the 2006 World 
Cup organising committee and Bayern Munich president 
has revealed a new stadium will be built in or near 
Munich in time for the 2006 World Cup. The 
announcement was reported to have been made with 
TSV 1860 Munich president Karl-Heinz Wildmoser and 
the town's mayor, Christian Ude. "We will build a new 
stadium and if the city has no ground for it, we will build 


it outside the city," Beckenbaver said. Munich needs a 


facility since a project to modernise the ageing Olympic 
Stadium, built for the 1972 Olympic Games and used for 
the 1974 World Cup Final, was unexpectedly withdrawn 
last September by the architects who had submitted it. 
Beckenbaver and Wildmoser haye agreed their clubs 
would share the cost of a new, all-seater stadium with a 
66,000 capacity, estimated at about 350 million marks 
(AU$303m). The stadium should be used by Bayern and 
fellow first division club TSV 1860, who both currently 
play their home matches at the Olympic Stadium. It will 
have to be completed by 2005 as Munich has been 
selected as a venue for the 2006 World Cup and should 
stage the opening game. The final will be played in 
Berlin's Olympic Stadium, currently undergoing a facelift. 


CANTONA HITS OUT AT MODERN GAME 

Manchester United legend Eric Cantona has launched a 
blistering attack on the state of modern football, saying 
that it is "turning into a mafia". Cantona was recently 
offered the chance to return to football by Marseille but 
explained that he felt no desire to return to the sport. "If 
one day | should return to soccer, it would mean it has 


_ changed," Cantona said. "I've been through the system. 


| left it because it was no longer similar to my vision of 
the game. Because ofvall the financial interests at stake, 
the sport is turning into a mafia. Like all soccer lovers, it 
makes me sorry." 


RONALDO CAR-JACKED 

Brazilian superstar Ronaldo was robbed at gunpoint by 
five youths last week in Rio de Janeiro. The Inter Milan 
and Brazil striker, was in South America recovering from 
a serious knee injury when he was ordered to hand over 
the keys of his BMW and left on the side of the road. A 
police spokesman confirmed a group of five youths, 
armed with pistols, blocked his path and demanded he 
get out before driving off in his car at around 10:00pm 
in the west of the city. The 24-year-old offered no 
resistance and was unhurt by the incident, but did suffer 
shock afterwards. The thieves were taken aback when 
they recognised the star forward but carried on 
regardless, although the car was recovered later that 
night, abandoned some miles away.

MAN UTD IN UNIQUE MARKETING DEAL 
Manchester United, the world's richest soccer club, has 
recently signed a record marketing deal with the New York 
Yankees. The report said the deal has been a closely guarded 
secret but recently a New York lawyer who has been working 
on the joint venture leaked the news which made United part 
of the biggest sports marketing cartel in the world. United 
chief executive Peter Kenyon flew to New York on Tuesday to 
clinch the deal that will see United join a group which not 
only includes the Yankees baseball team, the richest in the 
world, but also Stanley Cup ice hockey champions the New 
Jersey Devils and the NBA's New Jersey Nets." 


LUXEMBURGO TO LEAD CORINTHIANS 
Disgraced former Brazil coach Wanderley Luxemburgo 
agreed to rejoin Corinthians last week, his first appointment 
since he was dismissed by the national team last September 
after disappointing results and accusations of unlawful 
conduct. Luxemburgo, who is still one of the key figures in a 
congressional commission of inquiry investigating suspected 
mismanagement and corruption in Brazilian football, rejoins 
1e club he led to the Brazilian championship title in 1998. 
he announcement was made on the web site of the Sao 
aulo-based club, the second most popular in the nation. 
uxemburgo, who also admitted to police last year that he 
ised a forged birth certificate throughout his career and is 
eally three years older than he previously claimed, officially 
ook over last Tuesday.

’ereira, dismissed at the weekend after only six games and 
wo months in charge of the volatile club where success is 
demanded overnight.

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ITALIAN PASSPORT FRAUD DEEPENS 

wo Brazilian players at ltalian first division club Vicenza 
were last week named as part of a expanding inquisition into 
ihe alleged use of false documents to obtain European Union 
status. The Italian Football Federation said it had referred the 
cases of Jeda and Dede, young Brazilians who joined 
Vicenza at the start of this season, to its disciplinary 
committee. It said the players had "used false Portuguese 
passports with the illicit aim of joining the club on the basis of 
EU status to which they are not entitled". Jeda joined Vicenza 
rom Brazilian club Uniao Sao Joao last year and has played 
\wice in the first team, including last weekend's home defeat 
against Udinese. Dede joined from Brazil's Campinas and 
has yet to make his Serie A debut. He is currently back at 
Campinas on loan. Vicenza said neither they nor the players 
were to blame. ANSA news agency said last Monday the 
magistrates were investigating 24 players at first division 
clubs Udinese, AC Milan, Bari, Inter Milan, AS Roma, Parma 
and Napoli. Meanwhile, four England-based Socceroos will 
be investigated as part of a combined British Government 
and Football Association probe into illegal passports.As the 
scandal into illegal passports for non-European Union 
footballers widens from France and Italy to England, the FA 
and the Government announced 21 premiership footballers 
would be investigated, including four Australians - John 
Aloisi, Danny Tiatto, Paul Okon and Mark Schwarzer. The 
first three hold dual Australian-ttalian nationality, while 
Schwarzer has an Australian and a German passport.

TICKET ROW SETTLED 

Japan moved to end a dispute with South Korea early last 
week over whose name should go first on printed matter 
for the 2002 World Cup finals, saying it will print Korea 
before Japan in all official documents in English. Although 
the event's official title is the "2002 FIFA World Cup 
Korea/Japan", Japan had incensed South Korea with 
plans to print Japan before ‘Korea! on ticket applications 
for the finals and use the word Japan' before 'Korea! in 
official documents in Japanese. The official said Japan had 
made a last minute decision, to delete apan' and 'Korea' 
written in the Japanese language on the ticket application 
guide for domestic use after receiving "guidance" from 
FIFA. Despite triggering the row, an official of JAWOC, the 
Japanese organising committee for the finals, told Reuters: 
"We have never changed, tried to change and will never 


_ change the official title. We accept the official title decided 


by FIFA as a matter of course." Seoul will stage the 
opening match and Yokohama the final match of the 
competition. While "Korea/Japan" was printed in English 
on top of the ticket application guide released by the 
Japanese organisers last week, the official name of the 
event was written in Japanese as "2002 FIFA World Cup". 
The controversy comes as both sides prepare to start 
printing tickets, which are set to go on sale on February 
ar 


CHELSEA BOSS DEFENDS SEAT PRICES 
Chelsea chairman Ken Bates was forced to defend ticket 
prices for the new West Stand at Stamford Bridge, where 
fans could be paying 197 pounds (AU$523) per match 
next season. An adult season ticket for the new stand will 
cost a maximum of 3,750 pounds ($9,960) but if Chelsea 
fail to qualify for European competition this season, 
holders will see just 19 Premier League games for their 
money. "It's not just the wealthy that can afford such prices. 
We have executive club members who used to stand in the 
rain in the old Shed," Bates said. "It doesn't follow that the 
working class sit in the cheapest seats, because most 
corporate hospitality comprises working guys that have 
made money." The 75-million pound ($199m) 
redevelopment of the West Stand includes 17 new boxes 
priced at one million pounds ($2.7m) each for a 10-year 
period. Last month, Chelsea announced the second- 
biggest sponsorship deal in English football, a three-year 
tie-up with Dubai-based airline United Arab Emirates worth 
24 million pounds ($64m).

An eerie 
silence had begun to descend upon the oval when 
suddenly, after an error-ridden period of play, 
substitute Ivan Ergic was brought down in the box. 
An expectant crowd leapt into life but | was almost 
too nervous to shout. It was Rob Trajkovski to take the 
kick and he hadn't been in that situation many times 
before. However, | should never have doubted him as 
he confidently slammed the ball into the net. The 
relief in the crowd's roar was tangible. 

Once that initial breakthrough had been made, | was 
certain that the Glory would go on to win. The

Premiership Hopes Are Far From Over 
The race for the premiership is certainly not over, despite last week's 1-1 draw against South Melbourne leaving the Glory 
six points adrift of the current leaders. In fact, the reigning premiers are actually no further behind the top side in terms of 
points than they were at the same stage last season. But Bernd Stange's class of 2000/01 are well ahead of last season's 
performances in almost every other aspect, at least statistically speaking. After 17 games last campaign, the Glory were 
sitting in fourth spot, six points behind then leaders Wollongong, with a total of 29 points, having scored 31 goals and 
conceded 22. So far this term they've accumulated 32 points in 17 outings and have found the back of the net four more 
times (37) and let in five fewer goals (17). 
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
